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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-17, 19-35 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Dupire et al (EP 1 201 71 1 A1), cited by applicants. 

The reference to Dupire et al shows the first and second polyethylene resins at 
page 3 (lines 13-36) having overlapping densities, overlapping melt indices and 
compositional limitations, as herein claimed. The higher density polyethylene resin 
must, by definition in the Specification, be at least 0.039 g/cm^ higher than that of the 
lower density polyethylene. Both resins may be metallocene-catalyzed. note page 6 
(lines 4-10). Note page 4 (lines 42-52) for the polydispersity values and densities of the 
polyethylene resins. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be olitained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the inventton was made. 

Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dupire et al as applied to claims 1-17, 19-35 and 37 above, and further in view of Furrer 
et al, cited by applicants. 

The reference to Furrer et al teaches the inclusion of three polyethylene resins In 
a blend, wherein two, (a) and (c), have densities that embrace those of the polyethylene 
resins herein claimed, note column 1 (lines 31-49). The inclusion of a third resin, as 
recited in instant claims 18 and 36, would have been an obvious modification to one 
having an ordinary skill in the art, absent any showing of unexpected results.
